Elliott Accused 


WASHINGTON --(/!')— The senate 


munitions committee Tuesday night 
made public what it said was an affi- 
davit by Anthony H. S. Fokker, for- 
mer German uirplime nvmufacturer, 
sayinq that he had sinned a contract 
in'l93I to give Elliott noo.sevelt, son of 
the president, u commission of 5500,- 
000 in connection with the sale of mil- 
itntry airplanes to Russia. 


This occurred just three months af- 


ter President Roosevelt had recogniz- 
ed Soviet Russia on November 16, 
1933. 


The affidavit said that the proposed 


t deal fell '4hrau«|y because the prcsl- 
•• dent's son demanded such high prices 


for the planes that the Russian officials 
would have nothing to do with him. 


Committee officials said the affidavit 


was made public by order of Chair- 
man Nye (Rep.. N. D.) :is a result of 
published charges that the committee 
was withholding information.

Fokker said Hint he mndc the agree- 


ment with Elliott Roosevelt after dis- 
covering ho could not procure an ex- 
clusive sales agency for Douglas air- 
planes to Russia "because it had been 
given to Mr. Eiliott noo.sevelt and cer- 
tain partneri; jn business with him."

that President Roosevelt had approved 
the contract made by his son, but ob- 
jected to Elliott traveling abroad to 
sell airplanes.

he desired Elliott Roosevelt to travel 
abroad with him in on effort to sell

.government, or to officials of such 
governments.

into February 28, 1034, and provided 
that he was to receive a salary of ?20,- 
000 for the ensuing year, and the con- 
tract was to be extended one year past 
its expiration date upon mutual agree- 
ment that Roosevelt's salary for the 
second year was to be $30,000.

If immediate attention is given to 


such wound, the gunpowder may be 
removed and the scarring prevented. 


If, however, there is too great a de- 


lay, it may be necessary to use various 
caustic substances to peel off the skin. 
In other cases, it even may be neces- 
sary to remove the scarred tissue by a 
surgical operation, nnd to graft new 
skin over the surface. 


Remember that all first aid is essen- 


tially amateurish and that early ex- 
pert attention will in most cases pre- 
vent permanently harmful results.

the point, America, he says, is not MII 
extension of Europe; it is something 
new under the sun, a country dedicat- 
ed to promoting the happiness of all the 
people. 


It is crude, restless, eternally in con- 


flict, eternally changing; but 
it is 


somehow doing what it sol out to do, 
and to look down tho nose nt it because 
it has not produced prent poets, paint- 
ers, and musicians is to convict one's 
self of astigmatism. 


Nor is that nil. If the critics of 


America irritate Mr. Seldes, the peo- 
ple who announce thnt America pres- 
ently must chouse between Fascism 
and Communism irritate him even 
more. 


Wo need do nothing of the sort, he 


retorts. Thoso are European solutions 
to the problems of capitalism—and Eu- 
ropean capitalism is far different from 
tho American kind. Such solutions are 
confessions of despair. 'Hie essence 
of America is that it does not despair 
—and doesn't need to. 


"Mainland"1' seems to me to be an

Pave Way to Goal 


Duke Pas? Led to Win 


Over Colgate, Wallace 


Wade Explains

DURHAM, N. C—In any sustained 


drive in football resulting in a score, 
thpre is one climactic piny thai really 
results in the touchdown, or field 
goal, whichever the counter may ho. 


Ihis play may come either at the 


beginning, middle, or end of the drive, 
and its generally effect is to rebuild 
or increase the fighting spirit of n 
sqiiiKl to a point where it is so deter- 
mined to score that it does every- 
thing right. 


It also has the effect of causing tha 


oppont-nts to do something wrong, 
th\is making perfect execution of the 
actual scoring play easier. 


In a large measure the quarterback 


and the captain of the squad are re- 
sponsible for selection of such play. 
The field general is a master of grid- 
iron psychology, nnd, after spotting 
his opponent's weaknesses, ^selects a 
play from his hag of tricks designed to 
throw the foe off guard, and then pulls 
his fast one for a score. 


We ran into just such a situation 


with Colgate. 
Andy Kerr's "hocus- 


pocus" outfit was heralded as one of 
the strongest and trickiest in the na- 
tion when it arrived in Durham. Our 
boys were just a bit dubious about the 
outcome at the beginning of the game, 
but, as we proceeded to outgain the 
Red Raiders, they gained confidence. 


Hackney Started Drive 


However, a scoring punch was lack- 


ing, even though we did do the great- 
er part of the battling in Colgate's ter- 
ritory. 


In the third period, however, the 


Blue Devils finally started a sustained 
drive of 86 yards that led to the only 
touchdown of the game. 


The key play in this march was a 12- 


yard pass from Elmore (Honey) Hack- 
ney, our quarterback, to Capt. Clar- 
ence (Act) Parker, left half. 


The drive started after Hackney had 


"returned Frank Marshall's long punt 
20 yards to the 34-yard line. Parker 
clipped off six yards to the 40, and 
then Hackney went over left tackle, 
broke out into the clear, and raced to 
the Colgate 35-yard line before being 
downed by Jaeger.

MONTREAL—A few bones, care- 


fully preserved in a vault in the mis- 
sion church at Caughnawaga Indian 
Reservation across the St. Lawrence 
from this city, are the precious relics 
of an Indian girl who may become the 
first saint of North American birth. 


They are thigh and leg bones of 


Kateri (Catherine) Tekawitha, a Mo- 
hawk maid who served her church and 
died a hundred years before the Amer- 
ican revolution. 


Many cures have been ascribed to 


these telics, and the long process that 
leads to beatification and then to saint- 
hood is under way at Rome. 


Absorbing Story 


As yet no person born in North 


America has achieved sainthood. St. 
Rose of Lima, Peru, has been canon- 
ized, and so have eight French priests 
and lay brothers who suffered martyr- 
dom among the North American In- 
dians. But native North Americans 
have not yet been canonized, though 
the causes of a half-dozen have been 
introduced at Rome. 


They include Mother Seaton, of 


Baltimore, founder of the Sisters of 
Charity, Father Francis Xavier Seelos 
of Baltimore, Father Haginus Catala of 
San Francisco, Theodora Guerrin of 
Indianapolis, Mgsr. John Nepomacene 
Neumann, .Bishop of Philadelphia, and 
France? Xaveria Cabrini of Chicago. 
These causes have been pending for as 
long as 30 years among more than 
500 which have been placed before 
Roman ecclesiastical authorities for 
canonization. 


Among all these, however, none has 


a more absorbing story than the, one 
told by the , modest little shrine' at 
Caughnawaga, which is visited epch 
year by thousands of people from,all 
Canada and the United States. 
• 


Vowed Chastity 


The bones of Kateri Tekawitha rest 


among a priceless collection of ob- 
jects relating to early Indian and mis- 
sionary history, in the mission house 
adjoining the church. Crucifixes and 
paintings given by Louis XIV are 
shown, with ancient books and ex- 
amples of early Indian wampum and 
similar souvenirs. 


Father Michael Jacobs, a full-blood- 


ed Mohawk who speaks Latin, English, 
French and Mohawk with equal facil- 
ity, is in charge of the chapel. He has 
specialized in the history of "The Lily 
of the Mohawks," as strange a tale as 
adorns either church or secular his- 
tory. 


Kateri Tckawitha was born in 1656 


in a palisaded Mohawk town of upper 
New York state. Orphaned by small- 
pox, she was reared by an uncle who 
was a bitter opponent of the spread of 
the Christian faith among the Indians. 
But missionaries baptised her, and she
